It has been proposed, and most wisely so, that the Catalogue of 
the Library be placed in all the School Houses of the Town, so that 
they shall not only handily answer enquiries about what books the 
i >rary has, but shall become a useful and connecting link between 
the educational system of the Town and that educational system 
established by our beloved benefactor, George Peabody. 

It is well to state here for the general information that some 
Towns now allow their Libraries to share the dog-tax with the 
Schools, thus recognizing the educational work that Libraries are 
established to accomplish. 

The value of our Reading Room appears to be appreciated, and 
an increase has been made to the periodicals by adding to those al 
ready subscribed for, the Magazine of American History, Outimr 
Forum and Electrical World. Simple in its appointments, it is suf- 
ficient for the present demands upon it, and its value as a quiet place 
for study and reading is again brought before our fellow townsmen'/

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY AND LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 


ro the Trustees of the Peabody Institute : — 

The accompanying official statements of the Librarian, Treasurer 
of the Library and Lyceum Committee, and Sub-Committees reports, 
will give you details of the workings of their several trusts for th a 
year 1887-8. 

I beg to call your attention to the Library Committee’s request for 
increased catalogue facilities. The utility of the Library is greatly 
impaired for want of a more methodical anangement of titles and 
classification of books added to the shelrcs since 1878. These 
recent additions comprise the books most in demand, and being 
scattered through diverse and complex supplements, borrowers are 
at a loss to find, without considerable research, the listing of any de- 
sired volume. An expense of a few hundred dollars would print an 
Appendix to the Catalogue of 1878 sufficient for the wants of the 
Library, in thatdirection, for many years. I believe the circulation 
would be materially increased by the supplying of this deficiency.

To the Lyceum and Library Committee: — 

In presenting their report, the Library Committer have to note 
Utile of change In the nttUfMftMl of the Lftra n’ s Bilairs during 
the past year. 

Since [one i, L887| the Libra?} bee MnopiM to the public 
every week «lay from 2 to 8 7\M., and on Saturdays until 1* P.M. 
While it may perhaps b£ doubted if this has resulted in any de- 
cided gain to our circulation, it has occasioned an increase in the 

Rending Room, and tuu boon of i Niva lieaoatooar to wt ip *ople, 
doing away with the uncertainty heretofore existing in the minds 
of main a* to ju>t what days ,md hour . the Lil'i.irs w .■ . «.| >en. 

The circulation shows a slight gain over that of last year, as 
per figures in detail accompanying the Librarian's report. 

In the Reading Room all the periodical* heretofore subscribed 
foi have boon oontlnued, and the Magaxinc of Amerioni) HI story, 
Outing, Forum and Klectrical World have been added. 

The new alcove built during the past summer has relieved the 

*ded condition of our shelves, ami n utilized to the 

best advantage. 

C asi-.s for the card catalogue i j : i \ e also been fi ndahed b/v the 
Trustees, and the arranging of the cards is progressing as fast as 
the nature of the work permits. 

The Committee trusts that steps may soon he taken to remedy 
the present unsatisfactory condition of the catalogue ; it is now ten 
\ eft! t since the printing of the supplement to t!i<- oi iginal c utalogue* 
which supplement included all accessions to June, 1878; from 
June 18i8 tojanuary 1884, the accessions are contained in a vol- 
ume compiled by the Librarian and printed upon the Hectograph, 
ami since January, 1884, there is nothing except the ac cession lists 
made upon the Cyclostyle at the time each lot of book* has been 
purchased, a:ul filed one after another. 


It is obvious that, under this condition of affairs, it is very diffi- 
cult to find the number of any particular book. 

The Commitee would suggest the printing of a supplemental cat- 
alogue or finding list, including all additions since June, 1878, in form 
substantially similar to that now used in making the accession lists, 
with which form the public is already familiar, while it also com- 
bines the merits of comparative cheapness and shortness of time 
necessary for its preparation.

To the Lyceum ani> Library Committee : — 

Gentlemen : The sub-committee on Lectures for the pa§t year 
had to deal with the same problem that has confronted its predeces- 
sors. “How shall the funds appropriated this purpose be most 
properly and profitably expended?” In seeking a solution of this 
question, your committee endeavored to put aside all opinions of 
their own, and to consider only the needs of the townspeople collect- 
ively ; to recognize the element of popularity in its best sense, 
even in literary matters. 

So far as can be judged, from public and private expression of 
opinion, the cour se has been satisfactory to its patrons to an unusual 
degree. 

Believing that music is to be reckoned among the highest of 
educational forces, as it educates the moral nature of mankind, your 
committee are of opinion that musical performances may well be in- 
cluded in the yearly programme, as within the scope and purpose of 
the Institute, and as an agreeable variation of the regular course.

Librarian’s Report. 


Tothe Lyceum and Library Committee: — 


The repoit of the Librarian of the Peabody Library for the 
year ending February 1,1888, is respectfully submitted. 

As the yearly reports of the Trustees are substantially the only 
printed records of the doings of the different departments of the 
Institute, it is almost an imperative duty of some one connected 
with the Institution to see to it that a faithful history of the yearly 
doings be recorded. 

During the past year Catalogue card cases for about forty thou* 
sand cards have been provided, and have been used as far as it 
has been practicable. 

Illustrated Art Books and some volumes of Scientific books, in 
all about two hundred and fifty six volumes, were in the early part 
of the year transferred to the Eben Dale Sutton Reference Libray. 

At the annual examination a large number of Scientific Books 
were shelved in the Committee room; the Penny Cyclopedia 
and Encylopaedia Britannica were transferred from the Reading 
Room to the southeast window in the Library Room. 

The 44 V” alcove constructed in the summer of 1887, together with 
the belorementione l transfers, relieved the crowded shelves and 
made the arrangement of the books much more easily understood.
